Fights Parole For Sister’s Killer 


PORTAGE, Ind. (UPI) — The brother of a 1956 
murder victim said Thursday he was fairly confident the 
man accused of killing his sister would be denied a 
parole when he comes up for clemency next month. 
Gene Brock, Portage, said he was working actively to 
block the parole sought by George Robert Brown, 
Hobart, who spent 16 years on “death row’’ at the 
Indiana State Prison before his sentence was commuted 
to life imprisonment. 
Brown was accused of the rape and m urder of Brock’s 
sister, Lana Brock, and the murder of Mildred Grigonis, 
a Hobart beautician, whose bodies were found buried in 
sand dunes near Hobart in 1956. 


Help For Rape Victims 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Legislation meant to aid 
rape victims was passed, 92-1, in the Indiana House of 
Representatives Thursday. 
The bill sent to the Senate provides that judges can 
prehear testimony about a victim’s past sexual conduct 
and then bar introduction of such evidence in open court 
if it is deemed irrelevant to the case. 
"The problem seems to be the ordeal that women 
have to go through during the trial,” Rep. Dennis T. 
Avery, DEvansville, explained. He said that partly 
because of that problem, it is estimated that only one in 
IO rapes are reported, one in 20 rapists arrested, one in 
30 prosecuted and one in 60 convicted. 


Emergency Unemployment Changes 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The Indiana House Labor 
Committee today was expected to hear and possibly vote 
upon an emergency bill to increase unemployment 
compensation. 
P art of the bill contains emergency benefit increases. 
P art of it permanently would amend the law. 
The six-month em ergency provision would raise the 
maximum amount an individual could receive from $100 
to $120; would eliminate the 10-week penalty period for 
persons who quit without good cause or are fired; and 
would eliminate the one-week waiting period for all 
individuals. 


IRA Agrees On New Cease Fire

but intends to dem onstrate its power in the province 
with a final show of strength. 
IRA sources said today the leaders of the outlawed 
underground group voted this week to resume the 
collapsed holiday truce during secret peace talks in 
Dublin. 
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New Archbishop Of Canterbury 


CANTERBURY, England (UPI) — The installation of 
a round-faced, bespectacled clergyman as archbishop of 
Canterbury today m arks a major step toward the 
unification of the world’s Christian denominations. 
Donald Coggan takes over as the 101st archbishop of 
Canterbury, assuming the throne of St. Augustine and 
leadership ai the Anglican church. 
The Vatican sent an official delegation to the colorful 
ceremony at Canterbury Cathedral for the first time 
since the Roman Catholic and Anglican churches split 
400 years ago. 


U.S. Planes Fly Into Asia

Cambodian airlines shuttling food into the capital 
from the countryside canceled all flights to and from 
Phnom Penh Thursday because of constant rocket 
attacks on the airport. 
South Vietnam’s commercial airline, Air Vietnam, 
also suspended flights into the beleagured capital’s 
Pochentong Airport.

CEMENT M ANUFACTURING: A Major Hoosier Mineral Industry 


“ Natural” cement, produced by burning 
impure limestone in small stationary kilns, 
was manufactured in southern Indiana 
during most of the 1800’s. After about 
1900, portland cement claimed most of 
the market. It is made by heating a ground 
mixture of limestone, shale, silica sand, 
and small amounts of other ingredients 
until it melts and forms a clinker. Modern 
kilns are long, rotating tubes as much as 


about 15 feet in diameter and more than 
400 feet long. The clinker produced in 
these kilns is ground into the familiar gray 
powdered cement so widely used today. 
Limestone, the main raw material of 
cement, is abundant in some parts of 
Indiana. Continued mapping and research 
by the Indiana Geological Survey are 
needed to locate new reserves of lime­ 
stone for this basic Hoosier industry.

He exudes a sense of self 
confidence and now that he has 
made the major decisions, he 
also

Simon, a conservative econo 
mist, has always opposed big 


deficits and is strongly opposed 
to any controls. But he also 
likes his job in the cabinet and 
is bending to Ford’s w ill a 
necessary concession if he is to 
remain as the President’s chief 
economic spokesman. 
Ford inherited the economic 
mess but then every President

LOOK OUT FOR BAD CHECKS 
By ROBERT MILLER 
Chief of Police 
This article is by no m eans to criticize any m erchant 
or firm in any way what so ever and it is not meant to 
reflect upon one of the most recent cases of fraudulent 
checks. 


Con gam es of all sorts have increased rapidly in the 
past few' years along with most other crimes. However, 
the fraudulent check passers can be detected and 
discouraged quite easily if a few simple precautions are 
taken. 


First of all, you as a m archant should adopt a cour­ 
teous but firm policy in cashing checks. If you would not 
loan an individual cash, don’t cash his check. The risk is 
the same. 


Ask questions. Get at least one identification, and 
preferably more. Record the 
information, such as 
drivers license number, date of birth, address. Do not let 
the person trying to cash the check just give you this in­ 
formation by word of mouth. More times than not, it will 
be ficitious. 


Don’t get in a hurry cashing checks. Check artist do 
their best work during rush hours and holiday seasons. 


Instruct clerks to initial each check they cash in order 
to know' who should be able to identify a suspect. 


Be wary of persons who want 
for a small purchase. 
to cash a large check 


Exam ine each check carefully for any alterations, or 
post dating, and old dates. 


Insist that the person, endorse the check in your 
presence, even if he claims he has already done so.

Do not accept counter checks from someone you 
know. 
do 


A large portion of the people today do nearly all of 
their business by check,and it would be nearly impossible 
for a m erchant not to cash checks. However most 
fraudulent checks are on counter type checks, and not 
personalized. 


Be vary cautious of second party checks, out-of-town 
or out-of-state counter checks should not be cashed for 
strangers. 


Becautious of company 
printed, or printed in ink. 
checks that are poorly 


Do not under any circum stances cash any type check 
in which any part of it is, not clearly read. 


Don’t hesitate to ask a few questions. Most honest 
people will not take offense when asked to show LD. Most 
people realize the risk a merchant has to take in cashing 
checks, and will not be offended. But a person who may be 
trying to cash a fraudulent check will soon wander away, 
and you will be money ahead. 


If you become suspicious, ask for more than one 
id e n tificatio n, 
don’t 
relay 
on 
social 
secu rity 
cards 
atone 
for 
identification. 
Be 
sure 
to 
record the information from the identification and a 
license plate number, as it does no good to look at it if you 
don’t rem em ber what it was a week or so later when the 
check is returned to you from the bank marked. INSFF, 
NA, or Forged 


If someone acts suspicious or you get a fraudulent 
check notify, the Police D epartm ent promptly.

Ephesians which we study today 
the writer addresses his readers 
as an 
em powered 
people, 
transformed by Christ into life, 
privileged to witness a vision of 
the eternal unity of all things in 
the divine plan. 
Ever since the church was 
formed Christians had received 
an unfolding revelation of its 
significance and purpose. The 
first church meeting described 
for us occurred in Jerusalem at 
Pentecost, and 
the divine 
presence was indicated for us 
occurred 
in 
Jerusalem 
at 
Pentecost, and 
the divine 
presence was indicated to 
tongues of fire and the speaking 
with tongues <Acts2). In this 
very early period—perhaps five 
to ten years after Jesu s’s 
death—what gave meaning to 
the concept of church was a

multiplicity of signs, healings, 
and portents. 
The Second Coming of Christ 
At a later date Paul saw the 
church as the community of the 
saved who would rise to heaven 
in the great cataclysm which 
would accompany the second 
coming of Christ (I Thess. 4:16- 
18). But the writer of Ephesians 
sees the church as the eternal 
manifestation of God’s plan for 
the universe. There is no 
mention of the signs and porten 
ts of the early period, or of the 
cataclysm which Paul en ­ 
visioned. The old quarrel be­ 
tween orthodox and Christian 
Jews which had rent the church 
generations 
before 
when 
C hristianity was a Jewish 
heresay was a thing of the past. 
The enem y 
now 
was 
not 
Judaism but the pagan cults 
which periodically 
corrupted 
individual groups of Christians. 
To 
quote 
a 
contem porary 
Biblical scholar, the church now 
offered “a revealed knowledge 
of the ultimate meaning of the 
universe and of human destiny, 
and of the significance of the 
significance of Christ and the 
church in the sum of things. . .” 
A 
Spirit 
of

At the outset of the passages 
we study today the author offers 
a prayer for the enlightenment 
of his readers. (As indicated in 
this 
column 
previously, 
the 
authorship of Ephesians is in 
dispute 
among 
Biblical 
scholars. Some ascribe it to 
Paul, others to a close follower 
who wanted to make a synthesis 
of Paul’s thought 
regarding 
redemption.) The author prays 
that God may give to the church 
m em bers 
“ a 
spirit 
of 
revelation” and may enlighten 
“the eyes of your hearts.” This 
latter figure represented an 
inner 
understanding 
much 
deeper that any perception 
gained from the eyes them­ 
selves. The writer is reminding 
his readers that religious truth 
is not comprehended by an 
external revelation alone but by 
the Holy Spirit operating within 
human consciousness. 
The writer then cites the 
“hope” to which God has called 
the church and the “riches” of 
the inheritance which the saints 
(i.e. church m em bers) will 
receive. The sign and seal of 
God’s intentions and power “he 
accomplished in Christ when he 
raised him from the dead and 
made him sit at his right hand in 
the heavenly places . .” The 
church, the writer concludes, is 
Christ s body, “the fullness of 
him who fills all in all.” 
C hurch or Churches? 
A modern reader might well 
ask what is meant by “the 
church” in this context. Is it any 
one or the sum of the in­ 
stitutional bodies we belong to 
today? This question has deeply 
divided Christendom 
in the 
past. 
Many 
Christians have 
identified the church with the 
earthly 
institution; 
others 
maintained that it was the body 
of 
C hristian 
believers 
predestined by God to be saved. 
But 
from 
the 
context 
of 
Ephesians it is plain that the 
Church in the w riter’s sense had 
no relation to any single earthly 
institution. It was the collective 
organization of those who once 
“followed the course of this 
world,” but who were then 
converted to Christ 
It is well to keep this distinc­ 
tion in mind as we participate in 
the secular activities of our 
churches. Important as these 


are, they do not constitute the 
total requirement of church 
m em bership. In its highest 
sense the church is an in­ 
stitution 
transcending 
this 
world which unites all believers 
with Christ himself All of our 
spiritual activities here on earth 
should be directed toward 
uniting ourselves with this 
universal spiritual church.

Increased Driving Speed 
Bill Enters Senate 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - A 
bill that would let you drive 
faster on some roads at a huge 
cost in 
money to 
Indiana’s 
highway program was intro­ 
duced Tuesday in the state 
Senate. 
Sen. Martin K. Edwards, R- 
New 
Castle, 
introduced 
the 
measure as the Senate’s bill 
introduction deadline was rea­ 
ched. It was one of 66 bills 
introduced Tuesday before the 
final hour. 
His bill would increase the 
Indiana speed limit to 65 miles 
per hour on interstate highways 
and let it stay at 55 m p h. on 
all other highways, effective 
July I. 
The money lost would be in 
federal m atching funds. The 
bill’s fiscal note described it as 
a major decrease in dedicated 
fund revenue.

speed limit law, the limit used 
to be 70 m p h . on interstates 
and 65 on other roads.

Strikes are common in today’s 
highly 
industrialized 
society.

The strike against the Perfect 
Circle Corporation had begun on 
July 25 of that year.

plants at Hagerstown and Rich 
mond voted to decertify the U.

At New Castle the Guard left 
only when assurance was given 
by the

that no

violence would break out. On 
October 20, the bulk of the 
Guard

However, new violence broke 
out in a few days with the plant’s

hurling missies. More serious 
was the burning of a house on 
the Perfect Circle property and 
the burning of the homes of non­ 
union workers at the factory. 
The Guard was called back and 
stayed. The city once again was 
under m artial law. It was not 
until 
N ovem ber eighteenth 
when an agreem ent was in sight 
that the Indiana National Guard 
left perm anently. 
On November 29th, eighteen 
weeks and one day after it had 
all started the strike was over. 
It cost two million dollars and 
the union lost. The plant did not 
become a union shop and non­ 
union workers kept their jobs. 
The twenty-one cents hourly 
raised asked for was reduced to 
ten cents with an additional 
seven to come the following 
July.
